E OF THE WESTERN ROAD 
SAHOULD THE STATE AP- 
PEAL? 


The Commitice to investigate the 
sale of the Western North Carolina 
Railroad, have not yet made their re 
port. Inthe meantime the sale is ad- 
vertised to take place at Salisbury, on 
Saturday,t February the 22nd, so that 
less than three weeks remain for action. 

On Friday, Mr. Craige, of Rowan, 
introduced a resolution, authorizing the 
Governor to pray an appeal from the 
decree of the United States Circuit 
Court in the suit of Hiram 
Sibley, Henry Clews, and others 
against the Western Norti: Carolina 
Railroad, and requiring and authoris- 
ing the State Treasurer to give an 6p- 
peal bond in said suit. 

From the commu ication the 
Governor on the subject, transmitted to 
the Legislature on the 21st of January, 
we learn that on the petition of his 
Excellency, the Chief Justice of the 
United tates Supreme Court extended 
for sixty days the time within which the 
appeal from the Circuit Court may be 
taken. Sibley, one of the Plaintifs, 
lent the Western Railroad Company 
about two hundred thousand dollars, 
which with interest, costs and other 
charges has run up to about two hun- 
dred and forty thousand dollars. 
To secure the return of the loan 
in thirty days, the Company 
hypothecated bonds to Sibley to the 
amount of one million and fifty thou- 
sand dollars, with the power to sell at 
public auction for cash if the money was 
not forthcoming on the day of maturi- 
ty. The money was not returned within 
thirty days; the bonds were sold and 
Sibley became the purchaser. He now 
claims them absolutely and asks that 
the whole amount, to-wit, one million 
and fifty thousand dollars be paid him 
for his debt of two hundred and forty 
thousand dollars. Henry Clews and 
holders of the other bonds are also 
made Plaintiffs in the suit. 

The Governor is advised * that the 
mortgage is absolutely void, as not 
having been made in pursuance of 
the power granted by the Legislature, 
and as being unauthorized by law, and 
in direct violation of the Act authori- 
zing a mortgage; and it is believed 
that the said loan was part of a fraud- 
ulent scheme concocted for the purpose 
of having said road sold at a sacrifice 
under the sanction of judicial author- 
ity.” 

In his communication the Governor 
says that the fixtures, rolling stock and 
other property of the Company have 
cost between six and seven millions of 
dollars, and that two-thirds of that 
amount was paid by the State. The 
Company owes several hundred thou- 
sand dollars beside Sibley’s debt; but 
the Governor thinks the Road is worth 
much more than it owes. He recom- 
mends that the Legislature ought to 
provide fora sale of the Road, and that 
the proceeds of the sale be applied to 
the liquidation of all its liabilities—the 
surplus, “as there will unquestionably 
be a large one,” to goin the public 
treasury. He recommends that the va- 
lidity of the mortgage be tested by ap- 
peal or otherwise, and in case it should 
be declared void, thatthe Road be sold 
at public auction by Commissioners 
appointed by the General Assembly. 

Wedo not know what evidence the 
Committee have upon the subject, but 
in the present state of affairs, we are of 
Opinion that an appeal should be taken 
to the United States Supreme Court 
from the decree of the Circuit Court. 

We presume the Committee will make 
their report and suggestions during the 
present week. But whatever that report 
may be, we think Mr, Craige’s resolution 
should be adopted. 

If the bonds are vitiated with illegali- 
ty or fraud, and the sacrifice of the 
State’s property can be prevented by a 
postponement of the saic, then the 
appeal shculd be taken and the 
Treasurer required to give the necessary 
appeal bond.

The bill is not for the protection of 
criminals and murderers, per se. It does 
not shield any individual from any acts 
he may have committed in hisindividual 
capacity, if we understand it aright. It 
is only intended to operate upon acts 
committed by political societies, or by 
secret organizations composed of mem- 
bers uf one or the other of the political 
parties, when those acts were commit- 
ted under the orders or decrees of such 
organizations. 

The passage of the bill willrestore a 
better state of feeling in certain sections 
of the State. It will stop the tide of 
emigration from North Carolina, which 
is getting to be aserious calamity in 
many of our Western counties. It is 
an olive branch of peace, intended 
and calculated if passed in the proper 
spirit, to bury the feeling of bitterness 
and strife and malice, which has resulted 
in violent outbreaks and has done so 
much’ to retard the prosperity and 
progress of North Carolina.

THE AMENDMENTS SUBMIT- 
TED SEPARATELY. 

Senator Morehead, of Guilford, sub- 
mitted in the Senate yesterday, tbe 
various amendments to the Constitution 
of the State, included in the bill which 
passed the last Legislature by a three- 
fitths majority, as required by the Con- 
stitution. The amendments nave been 
published six months previous to the 
election of the members of the present 
General Assembly, as required by sec- 
tion second, article thirteen of the Con- 


stitution, and it wiil require a two- 
thirds vote of the Legislature to pass 
them at this session. If a two thirds 
vote is obtained, ic will then become 
the duty of the General Assembly to 
prescribe a mode by which the amend- 
ments may be submitted to the quali- 
fied voters throughout the State, and if 
adopted by the popular majority at the 
ballot box, then the amendments become 
a part of the Constitution of the State, 
Senator Morehead hus introduced the 
amendments separately, making cne 
bill for each amendment, so that each 
one may be considered on its merits. 
Senator Grandy, Republican, trom 
Pasquotank, is, we believe, the only 
member of the Legislature, who bas 
publicly expressed a purpose to oppose 
all the amendments, he being opposed 
to any alteration ot the Constitution. 
We think he will be found in a hopeless 
Ininority, even in his own party. “Ve 
learn that numbers of Republicans are 
heartily in favor of some of the pro- 
posed amendmeats, and will advocate 


them earnestly when the subject comes

When it is abundant 
it will demand but a small price, just 
as any Other commodity; when it 1s 
scarce it will run up in the market. 

We think the experience of commer- 
cial people, and bor.owers generally, 
would show that the usury laws of this 
day are but so much dead letter on the 
statute books, and that they fail uni- 
formly in keeping the rate of interest 
within the limit prescribed. Although 
eight per cent. is the limit aliowed in 
our own State, eighteen is commonly 
demanded, and scarcely ever does it go 
below twelve. And yet who ever hears 
of the usuiy law being pleaded? Tue 
tact of itis there is no disposition on 
the part of borrowers to do so, for the 
reason thut it would ruin their chances 
of borrowing among lenders and they 
would rather submit to what they may 
deem exorbitant rates than seck exemp- 
tion through the channel of the courts. 

In the present order of things and in 
this age of venturesome speculation we 
can see no practical good effect rising 
from State enactments on this subject 
unless they be uniform, which it is not 
likely they can be. 

If the State of North Curolina limits 
money to eight per cent. the man of 
capital who wants to lend will cross the 
line into Virginia where he can get 
twelve, so that while (taking it tor 
granted the law is respected) you keep 
the rate of interest down you drive 
money out and make it corresponding- 
ly scarce-——the very thing which makes 
money high. State laws, then, on the 
subject, we regard as worse than useless, 
unless, as we said above, they could be 
uniform. All the State can do is to fix 
a limit where there is no understanding, 
and where there is let parties arrange it 
as suits themselves—just precisely what 
they do now. 

There is but one usury law that would 
ever amount to anything and that isa 
national one; which it is not likely we 
will ever have. 


{From the Tarboro Enquirer. 
Amnesty Bill. 


A bill has been introduced into the 
Senate of the North Carolina General 
Assembly by Col. Allen, Senator from 
Duplin, granting a general amnesty to 
the members of the Ku Klux Klan, 
Union Leagues, Heroes of America, &c. 

This is an important bill, and com- 
mends itself to the justice and human- 
ity of all rightthinking people. It has 
met with severe opposition, however, 
from the Republican side of our Legis- 
lature, whose idea of the general good 
seems to embrace no one but their es- 
pecial constituents, who they know, 
however guilty they may be, are in no 
danger of prosecution, but are protected 
hy the loving arms of the general gov- 
ernment. If justice could be done, and 
the administration would not interfere 
in discrimination of one set of citizens 
against another, it could doubtless be 
proven that this proposed bill would be 
of great udvantage to Union Leagues, 
and such like societies, as well as to the 
Ku Klux. 

But with such measures as thisa law 
maker should rise above party to a 
broad and comprehensive idea of what 
would be for the general good of the 
State. That gross and atrocious crimes 
have beencommitted by men misguid- 
ed, or, as has been the case in many in- 
stances, by men provoked to violence 
by the perpetration upon themselves of 
hornd and barbarous outrages, is a fact 
beyond controversy, bat when we con- 
sider the great revolution through which 
we have past, the overthrow of our local 
government, the tremendous upheaval 
that has overturned every vestige of 
our former social relations. and the 
heated passions that have been thereby 
engendered, the wonder 1s that these 
breaches of the peace have been so in- 
frequent. But this State of things has 
passed. Local governments are again 
in active operation. The Klans and 
Leagues have ceased their usual depre- 
dations, order reigns over the State, 
law is fearlessly executed within every 
portion of its domain, and it now be. 
comes the part of the wiseand humane 
statesmen to throw the veil of oblvion 
over the past and do all in their power 
for the inauguration of a better state of 
fecling among their citizens, 

We hope this bill will pass.

D. Dense volumes of smoke soon 
fullowed, and the fire continued to spread 
until six of the large stills were in one mass 
of flames. Steps were at once taken to pre- 
vent its spread to the main buildings, con- 
taining a very large amount of property. 
In this they were more successful. The 
stills are located on the east end of the 
works, and are isolated from the store- 
houses and factory. ‘The losses are as fol- 
lows: ‘there were fourteen stills im all, six 
of which were on fire. There were four 
stills of .75 barrels capacity, and two of 500 
barrels capacity. These were all destroyed, 
involving a loss of $20,000, Loss on oli esti- 
mated at $5,000. Loss on buildings about 
$2,000. The buildings about the stills were 
all new and were not quite finished. There 
are 300 men employe in the factory, but 
the fire will not interfere with them much. 
This Was believed to be the finest oil fac- 
tory in the country, and occupies a space 
one block in width, from North Twelfth to 
North Thirteenth street,and from First 
street to the East River, a distance equal to 
three blocks.”’ 
We may add that two of the 500 bbi. stills 
are now found to be but slightly damaged. 
No damage whatever was done to Treating 
and Bleaching Tanks, or Pump Room, The 
loss is simply the temporary reduction of 
about half our distilling capacity, to which 
extent we shall resume on Wednesday, the 
29th inst. 
Our Gasolene Works are at Hunter's 
Point—remote from the fire. No delays will 
occur in shipments of ASTRAL OIL, or 
other goods, as the large stock on hand will 
be suilicient to meet orders until the Re- 
finery is fully repaired.
